As concerning the grounds of your Fears and Jealoulies, J 
will take time to anlwer particularly, and doubt not but J (hall do 
it to the ſatisfaction of all the Woꝛld. God, in His good time, Will, 
J hope , diſcover the ſecrets and bottoms of all Plots and Treaſons; and then J ſhall 
ſtand right in the eyes of all my people. Jn the mean time, J muſt tell you, That Þ ras 
ther expected a Uindication koꝛ the Imputation laid on me in Maſter Pims Speech, then 
that any moꝛe generall Rumours and Diſcourſes ſhould get credit with pou. 

Fo2 my Fears and Doubts, J did not think they ſhould Have been thought ſo groundleſſe 
92 triviall, while fo many Seditious Pamphlets and Sermons are looked upon, and ſo 
great Tumults are remembꝛed, unpuniched, uninqutred into: J ſill confefſe my Fears, 
and call God to Witnefle, That they are greater fo2 the true Pꝛoteſtant Pzofefſion , my 
People and Laws, then foꝛ my own Rights oꝛ Safety; though J * tell vou, J con- 
ceive that none of theſe are free from danger. 

What would you have: Have J violated pour Laws 2 Have J denied to paſle 
any one Bill foz the taſe and ſecurity of my Subjects; J do not as you what you 
have done fo2 Me. 

Have any of my People been tranſpozt with Fears and Appꝛehenſions⸗ J Have 
offered as free and generall a Pardon, as your ſelves can deviſe. All this confadered, 
There is a Judgement from Heaven upon this Nation, if theſe Diſtractions continue. 

God ſo deal with Me and Mine, as all my Thoughts and Intentions are upꝛight fox 
the maintenance ofthe true Pꝛoteſtant Pꝛokeſſion, and koz the Obſervation and Pꝛeſerva⸗ 

tion of the Laws of this Land: And, J hope, God will bleſſe aud alliſt thoſe Laws 
koꝛ my preſervation,
